Albert Spencer Dies 
After Brief Illness 
Formerly Lived Here 


In Rockingham hospital at Bel: 
lows Falls, Vt., where he had been 
a patient for four weeks, Albert 
L. Spencer, 56, died suddenly on 
Tuesday evening, July 13. He 
was born in Frost, West Virginia, 
May 13, 1887.

His wife, who was 
the former Olive Martindale of 
South Vernon, survives with two 
sons, A. Ray Spencer and Ralph 
Spencer, all of Bellows Falls; five 
sisters, Mrs. Florence Muse of 
Montgomery, Ala.; Mrs. Gerald 
Ackerman of Concord, N. H.; the 
Misses Georgia and Pauline Spen 
cer of Northfield and Miss Bessie 
Spencer of Claremont, N. H.; 
three brothers, Simpson E. Spen
